WASHINGTON, D. C., July 15.—It is more 
than probable now that the committee from 
Missour!, which will arrive here next week to 
extend another invitation to the President and 
Mrs. Cleveland to visit Louis this fall, will re- 
ceive a favorable response from the 
Executive.

R. reunion that he would not go West 
at all this y ear, but in view 
of the kindly expressions from the 


people of St. Louis and throughout the State 
of Missouri, and the keen disappointment ex- 
pressed by many, Mr. Cleveland felt con- 
strained to reconsider his decision. He is anx- 
to visit the West, you know, and 
especially the great metropolis of the 
Mississippi Valley. Ithink you can make the 
positive announcement that the Presidentand 
his wife will be in St. Louis on the 2d of Octo- 
ber. He willalso, ifthe public business will 
permit, make the circuit of some of the 
Western States planned some time ago. 


The St. Louis Delegation. 


„The delegation which will carry the invita- 
tion to President Cleveland will probably not 
leave on the 18th, as was originally intended,’’ 
said Mayor Francis this morning. Iunder- 
stand the President will not reach home until 
tne 20th. We do not want to reach Washington 
on the day the President comes home, because 
he will be too busy to see any one that 
day and besides he wants a chance to think 
the invitation over. Then I see this tariff 
question is being pretty generally agitated.

ON THE MISSOURI PACIFIC. 


Careless Railroading—A Terrible Accident 
Barely Averted. 


Atrain speeding along at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour; a hot journal; a broken truck; 
a bridge spanning the river Des Peres; a dash 
to eternity, and fifty lives lost—all this might 
have beep chronicied to the world this morn- 
ing, had N not been for the act of a kind Prov: 
idence. 

At 6:30 o’clock this morning, the second | 
section of the through express on the 


Missouri Pacific railroad, sped through 
Webster Groves at the rate of fifty 
miles an hour. Passengers at the 


depot, waiting for the 6:45 Kirkwood accom- 
modation, noticed that one of the journals on 
the forward trucks of the baggage car, next to 
the engine, was burning. he blaze, being 
fanned by the swift motion of the train, was 
rapidly spreading and threatening at any mo- 
ment to ignite the car. Coupled with the fire 
was the dragging of the break beam, which 
had become detached from the truck owifig to 
the intense heat. 

To those at the station but a moment was 
required to take in the dreadful situation. To 
warn the engineer and passengers of their 
danger was impossible; for in that moment 
the train had come and gone—and gone to de- 
struction thought many. 

As it was, the break beam dropped to the 
rail, half way between Websterand Fairview. 
The jolting of the car aroused the messenger 


to his peril. He grasped the dell 
cord and brought the train to 
“a stand-still. And not 4 moment 


too soon; for in a short space of time the train 
would have reached the bridge at Laclede 
Junction, and with its broken truck dragging 
on the rails and ties, it is fair to presume a 
terrible accident would have been the result. 
For the sake of allthoseon board the drop- 
ping of the beam and the stopping of the 
train at the time and place mentioned was a 
great piece of luck. 

Upon a close inspection ofthe running gear 
of the damaged car, it was found impossible 
to go forward, and the train was backed to 
Webster, and an attempt made to side-track 
the car, which was accomplished after two 
hours of hard labor. 

The accident delayed all east-bound local 
accommodations about 1 hour and jo minutes. 
No one was injured and $50 will cover ail dam- 
ages.

AT LAST. 


THE MONEY PROVIDED FOR JNAUGURAT~ 
ING THE STREET-SPRINKLING PLAN. 


Eighty Thousand Dollars L. ald Aside for This 
Purpose—The Work May Possibly Be Be- 
gun by the 15th Prox., But Everything 

Will Bein Readiness by Sept. 1i—Why It 
Is Postponed to That Date—The Record- 


er’s Appropriation. 


At noon to-day the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates met to con- 
sider the appropriation for sprinkling the 
streets. When the committee adjourned at 
its last meeting it had left $85,640 unappropri- 
ated. Chairman Stone was _§ instructed 
to ascertain what amount would be 
needed To-day the following communication 
was received from the President of the Board 
of Public Improvements for the direction of 
the committee in making its recommenda- 
tions to the House. 

‘‘In reply to your communication of 
even date I beg leave to state 
as follows: The number of sprinkling 
districts is forty-two. The Board interprets 
the term ‘streets partly improved’ to mean 
streets, the roadway of which is wholly or 
for a portion of its width covered with ma- 
cadam. By the terms of the ordinance no por- 
tion of astreet distant more than 1,000 feet 
from a fire plug is to be sprinkled, 
but special provision is made in 
the ordinance for sprinkling Gravois ave- 
nus and some other streets beyond this limit. 


Already thirty-two districts have been let; ten | 
are yet to be let. The contract price per 
month and per mile are given in pote 
ing abstract. The contract price for the ten 
districts, yet to be let, will — 1 amount 
to $6,500 per month. The amount payabic 
monthly for the districts already let is about 
$18,300, so that the total sum to be paid for 
sprinkling will be about $25,000 per month. 

It would not be advtsable to commence. 
sprinkling before the temporary pumps are in 
operation, and there has been so much dim- 
culty and delay encountered in procuring the 
material for the incline and cradle on which 
the temporary pumps are to be erected, that 
it is hardly possible to have any of the pumps 
in operatian before September 1. 

‘*Sprinkling will, therefore, extend over a 
period of two and one-half months only, and 
the amount required to pay for sprinkling this 
year will not exceed $62,500. If sprinkling 

COULD BE STARTED ON AUGUST 15 
it would require $75,000 to payfor it. Under 
the provisions of the ordinance all-streets are 
to be ye creer only twice per day. 

On the presentation of this statement the 
committee decided to make an extra allow- 
ance of $5,000 for the sprinkling. The $80,000 
was accordingly laid — tor this purpose. 
The total amount per month for three-quarters 
of the work contemplated by the ordinance is 
$18,200.41. The cost per mile varies between 
l and $115. In nine of the districts the cost 
per mile is $100 and over. All the others are 
under thisfigure. The districts notlet as yet 
are Nos. 1, 3, 4, 5.6, 7, 8,9, 26 and . This left 
a balance of 52,800 in the municipal revenue 
estimated for the coming year. 

The committee decided to report the bill to 
the House to-night, with the amendment cut- 
ting down the appropriation of $105,000 to 580, 
% for street sprinkime. This amount, itis 
calculated, will more than pay for all 
the contracts. The contracts not yet 
let are advertised for the 25th inst. 
The preparation of the bonds and 
contracts willconsume the remainder of the 
month so that the plan can not be inaugurated 
before the 15th prox. It all the contracts are 
successfully leton the 2th inst., the water 
department will not obstruct the plan, as 
pumping arrangements can probably be made 
to temporarily meet the increased demand

caused by the sprinkling of portions of the 
city which have never heretofore 
been included in the territory covered 


by the sprinkling contractors. It is calen- 
lated that the specification limiting the sprink- 
ling to 
TWICE PER DAY 
will cut down the consumption to very nearly 
the present figures. At each poy the com- 
etition among tbe contractors is increasing. 
‘hose wbo have secured a small district can 
easily undertake a second district after pro- 
viding the neoessary apparatus at a very 
small additional expenditure. The effect of 
this competition is to reduce the contract 
price, and to bring the expense weill within 
the appropriation. This amendment will 
probably be accepted by the Counclii without 
delay, as it is made in accordance with the 
views of the Board. of Public Improvements 
andthe Street Oommissioner, who, by the 
terms of the bill, is specially charged with the 
enforcement of the ordinance. 
THE RECORDER'S BILL. 

A second very important amendment was 
made this morning when Delegate Sullivan 
moved a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the $2,345 nee by the Beoorder of Voters 
was denied. This move was unexpected by the 
Republican members, who fought for an ap- 
propriation. The money was expended by 
the Recorderin making a precinct canvass 
for the purpose of learning what 
names on the registration books 
had been placed there wrongftlly. The money 
was advanced to the Recorder by some gentle- 
men ofthe Commercial Club. The Recorder 
paid the clerks, hired before the last election

early this morning that ‘‘Matt Ryan has gone

Matthew isthe representative of the Twenty- 
fifth Ward and has already been counted on as 
a supporter of the combine. In the organiza- 
tion he was given places on the Public Im- 
provements, Claims and Fire Department 
Committees. What more he wanted none 
‘could imagine, but he continued to associate 
with the revolutionists until yesterday, when 
he finally decided that he would stand by 
the present organization. . Mr. Hays’ 
vote has been counted on though none 


of the gang invited him to any conference or 
notified nim of the transactions at any of the 
secret meetings of the combine. Speaker 
Bannerman has given Wand and Pohlman the 
answer they sought. He will not make any 
pledges out of the House to reconstruct the 
committees and wil! not give any opinion until 
one is sought by the vote of the majority of 
the House. 

The Railroad Committee is now composed of 
the following delegates: Jas. Sullivan, 
Chairman; E. F. stone, Frank G. Cossmann, 
Samuel Hays and Wm. Gartenbach. The 
Ways and Means Committee is constituted as 
follows: E. F. Stone, Chairman; John Olark, 
James M. Sullivan, George Welsenburger and 
Samuel Hays. The main object of the pro- 
psed revolution is to secure the places on 
these committees for the members of the com- 
bine. The anxiety of the members of the 
combine to overthrow tHe existing order of 
things can be understood by the overtures 
made to the delegates. Several have been 
promised the desired places on tbe commit- 
tees.

Of 
the dead manufacturer’s capacity and of 
his progressive kindnessin the treatment 
of those under his control there can be 
but one opinion. Yet his work must stand 
as a reproach to humanity. 


Ir the Bridge & Tunnel Company's new 
terminal bill is designed to work great 
‘*benefit to the city and its business in- 
‘‘terests,”” why do its promoters fight 
so vigorously agianst every amend- 
ment or provision that might engraft 
upon it some tangible evidence of 
such benevolent design?

School Children’s Eyesight. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

A German physician who has been making a 
study of the various kinds of script and the 
effect which the use of each kind has upon the 
eyes of children has concluded that all chil- 
dren should be taught a perpendicular hand- 
writing. It may be possibile, he says, for 
adults to write more rapidly a slanting than a 
perpendicular hand, but children are not re- 
quired to write rapidly, but in a manner 
that does not tend to deform their vertebral 


column or their eyes. The Cerman 
script must be particularly trying, but 
> ma SS matter of universal observa- 


tion that a child, if left to himself, 
will take naturallyto a ‘‘back-hand,’’ and if 
compelled to write a slanting hand will turn 
the copy-book obliquely or twist himself into 
some impossible attitude. As a matter of fact, 
slanting letters are quite a modern invention, 
being hardly seen in any language till within 
a couple of hundred years. It is noteworthy, 
also, that among those who have to write con- 
tinnously and rapidly, like telegraph operat- 
ors, and who naturally fall into the method 
that involves the least waste of energy, the 
perpendicular handwriting is rather more 
common than the oblique. All this is in favor 
of the German doctor and against the pro- 
fessors of penmanship. 


American Alms to England. 
From the New York Times. 

An eminent English statistician, Mr. Giffen, 
ofthe Board of Trade, has compiled tableg 
which show in part the enormous sums sent 
back tothe United Kingdom to the relatives 
and friends of emigrants who have gained 
homes here. From 1848 to 1885, both years in- 
clusive, there was forwarded from America, 
through certain banks and mercantile houses, 
$155 092,935, a large part of which eventually 
passed into the pockets of Irish landlords; In 
the last six years covered by the table the con- 
tributions were greatly increased, the annual 
average being $7,425,174. Ofcourse the state- 
ment is incomplete, for certain bankers de- 
clined to give the required information, anda 
great deal of money has reached Ireland from 
America without going through the hands of 
bankers. The average annual amount re- 
mitted from Australian colonies since 1875 has 
been only $289,000. 


A Strange Religious Sect.

A strange religious sect has made its head- 
quarters at Uhatham, England, where its dev- 
otees are building an immense temple, which 
will cost $250,000. It calls itself the New and 
latter house of Israel,’’ and its members be- 
lieve that they are immortal, and that 
they are the remnant of the true 
Israelites who willreign with Christ for 1,000 
years. The founder of the sect was a man 
named Jezriel, who is now dead. His death 
was a great shock to the believers, but his 
wife said that it was an accidentand declared 
herself his successor. She has a sharp eye to 
business.

NO FEAR OF BLOODSHED, 


PRINCE ERISTOFF WILL NOT CHALLENGE 
THE MARQUIS DE LEUVILLE. 


Mrs. Leslie Begs Her Princely Admirer not 
to Increase the Painful Scandal ~ The 
Muscovite’s Offer of Marriage Rejected 
by the Fair American—A Well Traced 
Blue-Blooded Pedigree—The Marquis 
Alleged to Bethe Son of a London Hatter.

LONDON, July 15.—There will be no duel be- 
tween the Marquis de Leuville and the Russian 
Prince Eristoff, whoafew daysago played 
respectively the parts of cowhider and cow- 
hidedin Hyde Park. The Marquis thirsted 
for blood, so he told his friends, but various 
influences which were brought to bear in- 
duced the Prince to disappoint the noble Mar- 
quisin his longing. He was appealed to by 
Mrs. Leslie not to increase a painful scandal 
and declared that consideration for her feel- 
ings was sufficient toinduce him to let the 
Marquis alone. He has proposed mar- 
riage to Mrs. Leslie, and has been re- 
fused, but that did not diminish 
his princely politeness and consideration.

AMATEUR OARSMEN. 


Regatta ofthe M. V. A. R. A., at Pullman, 
Near Chicago. 


As the time advances forthe opening of the 
Mississippi Valley Amateur Rowing Associa- 
tion regatta at Pullman, the several crews 
that will compete are puttiug in an appear- 
ance, says yesterday’s Chicago Tribune. The 
regatta opens next Friday and continues Sat- 
urday. The old original Hillsdale four-oared 
crew will be present at the regatta of the Mis- 
sissipp! Valley Rowing Association at Pull- 


man. Thisisthe same crew that was sent to 
Engiand to represent this country 
in 18892. They have achieved a world- 


wide reputation for skill, speed and en- 
durance, and their performances are at once 
the envy and emulation of all amateur oars- 
men. ailing from the little town in Michi- 
gan whose name they bear, they astonished 
the world with their oarsmansbip. Rowing in 
a style contrary to preconceived ideas, they 
beat their competitors in this country with 
„such apparent ease that it was the unanimous 
voice of the amateur clubs of America that 
they should be sent to Engiand to contest with 
English oarsmen foreupremacy. After along 
delay and partial refusal, their challenge 
for the visitors“ cup was finally —5 
but not until they had abandoned all 
hope of its acceptance. At the time 
they were notified of its acceptance the crew 
were in Paria — the sights and in no con- 
dition for a race. eturning to England they 
settled down to work. With but two weeks 
for preparations, they trained in heroic style, 
rowing twenty miles and running twenty miles 
each day—rowing five miles in their boat, then 
afive-milerun. At the end of the two weeks 
they were in condition to row for their lives. 
The race was a — dis appointment to

Relations of Ex-Negro Soldiers to 
G. A. R. Cause Some Discussion. 


NEW ORLEANS, July 15.—The views of De- 
partment-Commander Graham of the Grand 
Army of the Republic as to the relations of the 
Grand Army and the ex-Union negro soldiers 
fail to satisfy the latter. They insist that the 
objection to their admission to the G. A. B. is 
solely on account of color; that there is abso- 
lutely no other basis tor it, and they intend 


the 


to appeal the matter from the loca) de- 
partment to the Grand Encampment in 
St. Louis. They say the true reason of their 


exclusion is due to the fact that the local Posts 
ot the Grand Army of the Republic prefer to 
fraternize with the ex-Confederate organiza- 
tions of the army of Northern Virginia and the 
army of the Tennessee rather than with their 
colored ex-comrades, and they fear that the 
admission of the colored ex-soidiers to the G. 
A. R. would resultin a rupture of the rela- 
tions existing between. the ex Federal 
and ex-Confederate organizations in New Or- 
leans, thatare now so pleasant a feature of 
the social side of the respective associations 
and so conspicuous a feature in the public 
celebration of the respective memorial — 
Federal and Confederate. Many prominent 
members of the G.A.R. do not hesitate to ad- 
mit that this view is correct. 

Col. Wm. Wright, an ex-Commander, says 
that after twenty lp my of a struugie against 
war prejudices and for prestige and esteem in 
this community, and when all had been most 
happily obtained and when a most friendly 
feeling had grown up between Federals and 
Confederates, these colored soldiers, after 
waiting twenty years, present their claims.

GEORGE’S BAD BREAE. 


The Great Agitator Gets a Cold Reception 
Frem the Catholics of Erie, Pa. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

ERIE, Pa., July 15.—Henry George addressed 
two meetings here Wednesday, lecturing 
under the auspices of the six Knights of Labor 
Assemblies. He bad been liberally advertised, 
and the workingmen of this city made the 
occasion a general holiday. Of the 5,000 peo- 
ple assembled atthe Fort Hermann summer 
resort, not1,000 listened to his speech in the 
afternoon, being drawn off by other attractions 
on the grounds. Littlesympathy was developed 


and adverse criticism of the speaker and his 
views was freely spoken. In the evening he 
lectured on Land and Labor’’ in the Park 
Opera House in the city. His fine address was 
broken in upon repeatedly Dy Interruptions 
from the meager audience. There was badin- 
age about McGlynn, and a stream of questions 
poured in upon him but he beld the fort. Be- 
fore he came he was very popular and the 
strange change of sentiment the people is 
unaccountable. An explanation of the singu- 
lar ‘‘cooling off“! toward George was 
iven by a leader of the Knights of 
Abor. Wen George —_ a eulogy of Dr. 
MeGlynn,’’ said he, he tackied a particu- 
larly delicate subject in this community. 
There were thousands of Catholics within 
hearing of his voloce who remembered old 
Jimmie MoGlynn, a brother of the reverend 
doctor's faher, w died superannuated and 
poverty-stricken in this city about five years 
O, a charity subject in St. Vincent’s Hos- 
tal under the care of Sisters of St. Joseph. 
ames McGlynn was sexton of St. Joseph's 
Catholic Ohurch at Ol) City, Pa., for several 
years prior to 1882. As local history goes, 
age made him useless, and Dr. Mo- 
Glynn was appealed to repeatedly in behalt of 
his unfortunate relative. The appealg were 
£0 numerous and urgent that there could have 
been no mistake about the nephew's knowl- 
edgo of the matter. Yet it is said he silently 
ignored the claims of his poverty-stricken 
kinsman, who was too proud to beg for him- 
self, and the old man would have died in des- 
titution but for the succor of Catholic charity. 
He died here and is buried in Trinity Ceme- 
tery. Perhaps this is why workingmen did 
not enthuse over George's eulogy of Dr. 
MoGlynn, and why the indignant aversion ex- 
tended even to the great agitator himself.’’

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THE EARL OF ABERDEEN. | 


ARRIVAL OF THE DISTINGUISHED ENGLISH- 
MAN IN NEW YORK. 


Personal Appearance and Manners of the 
Ex-Lord Lieutenant ef Ireland—His Re- 
ception in Various Cities of the United 
States—American Sympathy for Home 
Rule— The Gladstone Testimonial—A 
Demecratic Nobleman. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 


New York, July 15.—The Ear! and Countess 
of Aberdeen, accompanied by Prof. Henry | 


Drummond of Scotland, arrived at the Hotel 
Brunswick last night. The party have been 
on a tour around the world, which is now 
nearly completed. Shortly after their arrival, 
the Earl received the PostT-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent. In appearance he is above middle 
height, of slight physique, and wears a full 
black beard. His manner ts quiet and affable, 
and at the same time is thoroughly democrat- 
ic. Nothing could have been more democrat- 
ic than thetr arrival at the hotel. About 10 
o’clock a carriage drove quietly to the door, 
and three people alighted. A gentieman dressed 
in a dark gray suit, slouch felt hat and rub- 
ber-solea shoes, advanced to the desk and 
registered. He was the last person from ap- 
pearance one would take for an Earl, so un- 
ostentatious was his bearing. Yet it was the 
Earl himself, In beginning conversation the 
Earl said he was very much fatigued, but he 
certainty would not retire until he had ex- 
pressed the great pleasure he had derived 
from his visit to America. Everywhere he 
had been received with the greatest kindness, 
and instead of finding sympathizers for Ire- 
land confined to the riff-raff of the population, 
as the English press call them, he had found 
them among the most respectable people. 

Jou may be sure, he said, ‘‘I will return 
for a longer stay as soon as I can. 

THE GLADSTONE TESTIMONIAL. 

His Lordship was then asked what he 
thought of the criticisms of the English news- 
papers atthe time the American gentlemen 
presented the silver testimonial to Mr. Glad- 
stone. ‘‘My feeling is very strong, was the 
reply, ‘‘that the criticisms were either made 
through ignorance or wilful misrepresenta- 
tion. The English people really do not know 
the class of people that sympathize with Mr. 
Gladstone in thiscountry. As I said before, 
itis not the ‘riff-raff,’ but many of your best 
people. I am sure Mr. Gladstone thoroughly 
appreciated the compliment, the spirit in 
which it was given, and the gentlemen who 
made the presentation.’’ 

‘*What bearing will the recent Conservative 
defeats have upon thet party?’’ 

‘*You'‘know I have been away from home 
sometime and do not know what may have 
brought them about, but Ithink it is a straw 
which shows how the wind blows. It is cer- 
tainly an indication that public opinion is 


changing in England.’’ Referring to Lord 
Randolph Churchill's silence about the late 
defeat of Mr. Matthews, the Earl said that for 
the same reason as given above he would 
rather not express an opinion.

J have read what your papers had so say, 
he said, about Miss Cass, with great interest.

„That bill, I think, has been rightly judged 
as ominous for Ireland. It is much more 
likely, however, to prove a nail in the coffin 
of the Conservative party.

„1 cannot say that it has altogether. The 
nature of it was verv much misunderstood 
The English people have had it drummed into 
their heads by the press that the sympathy ex 
pressed was only for the purpose of serving 
trade and politics on this side of the water. It 
is hard to get that idea out of their heads now, 
and they will a not to accept any other idea. 
This last committee, though, that visited Mr. 
Gladstone, will help to open their eyes. They 
cannot help but see there was no riff-raff in 
that committee. In Ireland the support has 
helped and been appreciated. It has been 
productive of much good, taken altogether. 

‘*T have been some time in America and Aus- 
tralia and I now think Iam able to judge rightly 
of these things. We left England last Decem- 
ber with Lord Roseberry’s party, bound for 
India. Here the party separated and we three 
traveled on through Ceylon, Anstralia, New 
Zealand and thence to San Franciseo. e ar- 
rived there on June Il, and remained several 
days.

who err We then pushed on 
to Denver and were much pleased to be abie, 
in this city, to take part in the celebration of 
the Queen's jubilee. Iwas astonished to find 
so many Englishmen there, and also how 
many Americans took part in the festivities. 
Thence we traveled to Kansas City and from 
there to Texas to visit a brother of Lady 
Aberdeen. At St. Paul we had a glorious 
Many Scotch and Irish called upon us 
and presented us with addresses expressing 
their sympathy for the Irish cause and Mr. 
Gladstone. While there I had the pleasure 
of sending * telegram to Mr. 
Gladstone, telling him what had happened. 
I see it was received by him the same day Mr. 
Pulitzer was at Dollis Hill with the testimonial. 
This must have been doubly welcome. All 
through the West Iwas surprised to see the 
wide-spread admiration for Mr. Gladstone. 
Few people were opposed to home rule and 
still fewer newspapers. In Australia I met 
many Irishmen in favor of home rule and 
still loyal to the Queen. Very few of them 
think Ireland would become disloyal if home 
rule was granted. Homerule does not mean 
separation. Of course we stayed in Chicago a 
short time and spent severa 
but sail for home Saturday.’
